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Federal Highway Program Neecfs a Push 


As might be expected, the American 


Automobile Association (AAA) is keeping 
a careful eye out to make sure there is no- 
interruption in the construction of the 
41,000-mile network of federal highway 
authorized by Congress in 1956. It is, equal- 
ly interested in seeing that not too much 
of the expense is pushed onto motorists. 


The Wisconsin publication of the AAA 


recently pointed out that, including toll 
roads blanketed into the interstate, system, 
there now are 9,600 miles of the project 
open to traffic. Contracts have been let and 
construction is underway on an additional 
4,690 miles. The program is scheduled for 
completion in 1972 but there always is the 
possibility of unexpected happenings inter- 
rupting such an undertaking. Motorists 
generally will be interested in the advance 
of this program on the claim that while it 
will constitute only 1.2 per cent of the 
nation's road mileage it will carry 20 per 
cent or more of its total traffic. 


It will serve directly 65 per cent of 


the nation's urban population and 45 per. 
cent of the rural population. 
; It will join 42 capitals, 90 per cent of 
all cities over 50.000 population. It will 
save an estimated 4,000 lives annually be- 
cause of controlled access and better safety 
engineering. 
; There may be danger ahead for the 
program due to the fact that Congress must 
take action to maintain financing prior to 
June 30, 1961. It may be recalled that in 
1959 Congress was obliged to add a tem- 
porary 1-cent increase to the federal gaso- 
line tax to keep the program going. In the 
previous year, Congress had stepped up the 
program and for this reason and'others the 
incoming revenue was less than needed. 
With the adoption of the additional gaso- 
line tax Congress also provided that, upon 
the termination of this temporary 1-cent 
tax on June 30, 1961, the fund would be 
maintained by the use of 50 per cent of 
the federal passenger car excise taxes and 
62% per cent of the excise taxes on parts- 
and accessories.f 


Now, however, it is pointed out that a 


pay-as-you-build provision of the 
law 


makes it necessary for the financing to cov- 
er two years beyond the year of apportion- 
ment. Thus the 1963 apportionments, nor- 
mally to be made in 1961, cannot be 
handled unless Congress takes affirmative 
action early this year. Failure of Congress 
to act certainly would mean a slowdown or 
stretch out of the I-system construction. As 
always in matters of highway financing, 
there are differences of opinion as to what 
portion of the cost should be paid by the 
various interests benefitting. For the past 
two years the federal government has been 
conducting road tests which it is hoped 
will not only show how to build roads bet- 
ter and more economically but also will 
help to determine a fair distribution of 
costs of construction as between the vari- 
ous types of vehicles using the roads. 


This report will be ready for Congress 


along with a second one which should in- 
dicate the benefit of such highway con- 
struction to non-users. The report indicates 
that agriculture, industrial development, 
trade and commerce, land values, public 
utilities and outdoor advertising are among 
the interests benefited although none o£ 
them make direct contributions toward the 
cost of the program. It is the hope of the 
automobile association that the 1-cent tem- 
porary gasoline tax will be permitted to ex- 
pire as scheduled June 30 of this year. It is 
further hoped by the association, and per- 
haps by its members, that the scientific re- 
ports presented to Congress will permit the 
wider distribution of the burden of high- 
way building. 


It is believed that if the burden is

Able Men for Diplomatic Posts 


• 
President-Elect Kennedy appears to be 


determined to man our diplomatic posts 
with the best talent the nation affords. His 
first step in that direction was taken at a 
conference he held with Rep. John J. 
Rooney (D-N.Y.) in an effort to get more 
expense money for ambassadors. 


Rep. Rooney, as chairman of 4he House 


Appropriations Subcommittee, has fought 
against increasing this expense money for 
years. He has referred to ambassadorial 
entertainment funds as "booze allowances." 


Because Congress has refused to supply 


adequate funds for American ambassadors 
in the past, it has been necessary for presi- 
( 


dents to name wealthy persons to such 
posts. It is reported that Joseph Kennedy, 
father of the President-Elect, spent about 
$100,000 a year of his own money while he 
was ambassador to Great Britain. Similar 
sums have been spent by ambassadors to 
Paris and Rome. Since such expenditures 
appear to be required it always has been 
necessary to select ambassadors from 
among the wealthy candidates. It is pointed 
out that even though a career diplomat 
was available for the post, and obviously 
could do a better job because of his train-. 
ing, the president would be in no position 
to name him for he could not stand the ex- 
pense. Likewise, even if the president had 
in mind a non-career man with special 
training such as a university professor who 
had become an expert on international 


Aid for Small Business 


Almost every legislative attempt to as- 


sist business these days relates to relief 
from federal taxes in one way or another. 


Therefore it-is not unusual that Rep. 


Melvin R. Laird follows this path in his bill 
to "permit growth of small and medium 
sized businesses." Rep. Laird believes that 
it is essential that both large and small 
businesses have equal opportunity to grow 
and expand. However, he thinks that under 
present federal law, economic growth is 
discouraged and premium is placed on 
cannibalism with larger companies swal- 
low smaller ones." He says that in our 
private enterprise system the economic 
growth traditionally comes from small, 
medium and new businesses. These enter- 
prises finance their growth essentially 
from retained earnings, not from bank 
borrowings, new equity capital or other 
sources which are available to their larger 
competitors.

Responsibilities 


Does the public realize what an 


attorney general has to do and 
how important it is for the Amer- 
ican people, especially the legal 
profession, to have confidence in 
the department of justice? Here 
are several points to be borne in 
mind. 


1. As top man in the enforce- 


ment of federal laws, the attorney 
general is the chief legal adviser 
to the president and a member 
of his Cabinet, in which he ranks 
fourth. 


2. The attorney general furnish- 


es advice and opinion on legal 
questions to the president and also 
to the other Cabinet officers when 
so requested. 


3. The attorney general con- 


strues the laws under which the 
executive departments act and 
furnishes-legal counsel in all fed- 
eral cases. 
: 
4.'The attorney general directs 


all suits before the Supreme Court 
of the United States in which 'the 
federal government is concerned. 
He may appear before the Su 
preme Court to argue a case-of 
great importance, though this us- 
ually is left to the solicitor gen- 
eral. 
• 


Recommends Judges 


5. The attorney 
general and 


his staff review all executive or- 
ders and draft legislation desired 
by the president. 


6. The attorney general ap- 


pears before congressional com- 
mittees to testify on proposed 
legislation concerned with law en- 
forcement and the judiciary. 


7. The attorney general selects 


for recommendation to the presi 
dent the nominees' for federal 
judgeships and also- the 91 U.S. 
attorneys and 600 assistant at- 
torneys throughout the country 
who are the chief prosecuting of- 
ficers for the federal government 
in each judicial district Congress 
is being asked by the chairman 
of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee to create 63 new federal 
judgeships. 


8. The attorney general :is re 


sponsible for the enforcement of 
all federal laws involving crime. 


9. The attorney general enforc- 


es the antitrust laws, conducting 
both civil and criminal suits. 


10. The attorney general has 


complete control of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and may 
order or discontinue its investi- 
gations. 


Directs Civil Rights Case 


11. The attorney general is re- 


sponsible for enforcement of the 
internal revenue laws in all man- 
ner of tax cases. 


12. The attorney general di- 


rects all civil-rights cases involv- 
ing the federal government, in- 
cluding school desegregation or- 
ders of the courts. 


13. The attorney general must 


enforce the labor - racketeering 
laws, including cases that involve 
misuse of union funds or extor- 
tion of money from employers. 


Mr. Kennedy could change the 


nature of the job of the attorney 
general. He could make it more 
of a general managership of a 
big department and depend on as- 
sistants 
with more experience 


that he has'had in the practice 
of law to do the legal work of 
the department. 


Young Kennedy is a tireless 


worker and is reported to be a 
skillful administrator. He could 
make a creditable record as the 
head of the department of jus- 
tice, despite his lack of exper- 
ience as a trial lawyer. But will 
he be judged on the basis of his 
work in his own department, or 
will attention center on what he 
does in the field of politics in 
behalf of his brother's adminis- 
tration?
